Etlinger, the Monntaln Woodiman, Kills 
Himself Rather than De Taken. 
Bellefonte, Pa., March 7.—The most 
sensational tragedy that has occurred 
in the Alleghany mountains for many. 
years was ended Friday afternoon b> 
the dramatic suicide of W. R. Etlinger, 
the mountain woodsman who for thirty 
hours held at bay a mob of several 
thousand people who clamored for his 
life. 
After the house had been fired 
over his head and the flames were rap­ 
idly eating their way to where he had 
stored a large quantity of dynamite he 
faced the crowd and 
blew 
out his 
brains. 
Knowing that Mrs. Etlinger and her 
two children were in the house, the 
crowd all morning yelled for her to 
come out. 
W’hen the roof came crash­ 
ing down Etlinger sprung up from tho 
cellar-way. 
In one hand he carried a 
revolver and in the other 
a 
rifle. 
Around his waist was a beltful of car­ 
tridges. Turning to the crowd, 
and 
without the slightest trace cf fear, he 
cried: “I don’t want to hurt any of my 
neighbors, hut no man can take me to 
prison.” 
Up went the arm holding the 
revolver and as quick as a flash two 
bullets were fired into his head. 
He 
sunk writh a groan. 
A minute or two before Etlinger came 
out of the cellar, his wife with a des­ 
perate effort managed to tear herself 
away, and while he was busy firing al 
the mob at one opening she passed hei 
two children out and dragged herself 
after them at another. As she was 
running toward the crowd her husband, 
with a curse, sent three bullets after 
her. 
Fortunately she was not struck. 
Sheriff Condo said that at least 2,500 
bullets had been fired into the house 
during the thirty hours it was under 
seige. 
It is feared the excitement she went 
through and the fear that her husband 
would kill her and her two children be­ 
fore he took his own life has almost un­ 
balanced Mrs. Etlinger’s mind. Think­ 
ing she would get away her husband 
chained her in the cellar. 
There she 
remained all night. 
Great sympathy is expressed for Con­ 
stable Berner, who was killed by Et­ 
linger. 
He was elected on the plat­ 
form that he would “take” Etlinger. 
and was sworn in last Monday. When 
asked if he would fulfill his election 
promise he said: “Yes. I’ll pay it with 
my life, if necessary.” His first official 
act was to go after Etlinger.

Judge Pbelds in the municipal court 
a t IO o'clock and entered a 
plea of 
guilty. 
When asked if khe had any­ 
thing to say, he replied th a t 
he had 
not, and sentence was then pronounc­ 
ed. 
He was represented by 
his a t­ 
torney, T. S. 
Nolan, while District 
Attorney Jackson appeared for the 
state. 
Simpson w ent a t his work in a sys­ 
tem atic way. 
At 
the tim e of the 
forgery he was in the employ "of L. 
H. Page, of Fulton, and w ent to Ed­ 
gerton w ith Mr. Page to deliver a lot 
of hogs th a t 
bad been bought by 
Brown brothers. 
The hogs were de­ 
livered but Mr. Page did not w alt to 
g et his money. 
Simpson Made His Plans 
Simpson was a wily fellow and soon 
figured out a plan by whicn he could 
g et it himself, so he told Mr. Page 
th a t a boy had been over from Indian 
Ford and informed him th at a tele­ 
phone message was aw aiting him. 
Simpson said he would go over and 
6ee w hat it was. 
He did not go to In­ 
dian Ford but did go to Edgerton and 
told Brown Brothers th a t Mr. Page 
bad sent him after the money for the 
hogs. 
In order to be on tho safe side 
Brown Brothers gave Simpson a oheck 
payable to L. H. Page “ in person.”

The Defects Found On His Tour of 
Examination 
and 
the 
Methods 
Recommended to Remedy Them — 
Lines In Better Condition Then In 
Many Cities. 
In talking with insurance men this 
morning, Mr. W entworth, the electri­ 
cal inspector, listed the principal re­ 
forms needed in Janesville to make 
the electric wiring satisfactory, as fol­ 
lows: 
Take arc light wires off buildings 
where there is no service. 
At present 
some of the arc wires run along the 
front of 
business blocks, instead of 
being carried on poles. 
No single pole switch should be used 
on more than sixteen-candle power in­ 
candescent lights. A nything over th at 
thould have a donble switch. 
Ail incandescent light taps should 
be disconnected at pole when the ser­ 
vice has been discontinued,aa the dead 
lines of wire are a constant menace to 
firemen. 
Metal staples and wooden cleats used 
for fastening wires should be replaced 
in every instance by some insulated 
substance so th a t there will be no 
contact even should 
the 
insulated 
cover of wire wear off. 
Cut OAT Unused Services. 
On all 
arc light 
services there 
should be a cut off switch outside of 
the building. 
On incandescent 
ser­ 
vices the cut off switch may be 
in­ 
side but immediately a t the service 
entrance so the lights can be cut off 
instantly in case of fire. 
No flexible cords should be used on 
the line circuit now 
m atter how 
short the distance. 
Whenever wires pass through walls, 
woods, etc., non-combustible, insula­ 
ted tubes should be used as in the ab­ 
sence of these a little moisture could 
easily short circuit the wire. 
No cut-ont9 should be inserted un­ 
der the metal canopy of gas fixturer. 
Many incipient fires have been caused 
by neglect of this precaution in the 
city. 
These suggestions cover the main 
defects met w ith in examination of 
the Janesville wiring, which, he says 
is much better than la many cities.
